Thi problems of primary iducatlon in many countiiii have diieet Mag tS with 
the problaiii of iUitiracy. According to data, rrioit of tha countrias in tte 
rigion have achiavad mori tiian 85 par cent groii inrolniint in the primiry 
schoolii but thi countoi hiva found that tha pois anrolraint rata i not i 
iuf ficient indicator of universal pnnary iducatiori and they have broadened thi 
definitiQn of univerial prifflary educatian to inelyde univirsal ratentjon and 
universal achievefflent.- 

DJopoutil a Sirioui problein in many countries in the ragioni AvaHabla data on 
dropout rates show that sonie countriai have is high as iO par cant dropout fate 
in the priniary ichooli. Hora than 23 mlHion chUflren droppad out each yiar 
bifgra raachiig grade four at the end of the 1970s, 

Siiniiarly thare was an avirage of 10^11 par cant grade rapatition in niany 
countriii in the ragion at tha sami pariod* Thoaa who repeat gradas ara also 
Ones most Ittely to drop out of schooli* Soine studies have shown that chUdran 
who drop out befora complating four yia^ of primary education have a atrong 
tandincy to lapea into illltefacyi 

Aqhiaveiint level of prima^ school children U alao a niltror of peat conoarn 
for niany cauntriei in the regign, Asiesimint itudiii have bien fnade of thi 
Qutconies of tha primary ichool syitein in Auitealia? Halayiia, Nipal^ tha 
PUlippinaEi tha RapubUo of Korea^ iri Lankly Thailand and in soina Stataa of 
India, In almoit all casaii the level of achiiveinent of the children has baan 
found km than latiifactory. 

It ia obviouB that tha primary aducaUon syitani in many davaloping countriaa hai 
not baan able to provida educatign to aU tha ehildran and youths in thoia 
countries and as a result a vast number of chiMrin and youths are not in schogl, 
In Wif mm than 350 mililsn children and youths batwean 6-23 years of aga 
were out-of-achoolj amounting to 58. i par cent of the total popuitign of thk 
aga group* 

The ehildran who are out of school today wjH grow up to be adult illiterates in 
the future and the cMMren with incompleta schootag will also beconie sirai- 
Utirati of funcdsnaUy mitirate^ i£ Utiracy and basic educatian appartunitiii 
are not provided for them now* 

The educatign and training of out-of-school children are vitally important 
bacauaa of thair potential contriiurion to natignal davalopfnint and their 
individual devibprnent Kany countries in the Region hava come to raaliEi tha 
pfoblemi Thay are organizing nonformal education for gut-of-schgol children 
and youths but tha attempts are not enough yet in many countries to tacldi the 
pTOblini iffsctivily. 

It m now guita evidant that Uiara iB a va^ high dagrei of correlatign betwaan 
prinary education and literacy* A number of studies have shown that laval of 
iducarion of the pinnti has ignifieant influinga upon the children. That ii 
why aU avaUible data show that where thare ia a severe adult iUitiracy pblem, 
tiia primary educarion could not maka satiBfactory progress* Needless to lay^ 
whera adult iUiteraey Qontinuei to tacraasa thare prlma^ education ii weak, 

An effactiva atoatagy to aliminiti iUitaracy requiring both primal^ educatiQn 
and Utifacy programmBs should be implementid in a gg=ordinated and integratid

f hoia CQuntrieB which still have eerioui probliiiis of iUitafacy are giving paority 
to tha eradication of iUitefacy under their Adult Eduoitlon Progrimfiiis, but 
those eountrtei which are fiaching the thrishDld of univenil litaricy are inore 
concerntd with the provMon of contkuing and Hfelong idugation to Riiit the 
pcwth needs for enhanoiiiiint Of production eapahilityi for iinproveniint of homi 
ind fanily Ufi, for griatir civic participation and ultiinatily for the oviraU 
diVilopinent of thi individual/ thi finiilyi the contniunity and nation* The 
prpgraiDiei include training for improvid fariiiing, vocationil training or 
retraining of unemployed and und9f=eni^oyed youth, skill and raanipient 
training for factor and workshop workiri and se]f-eisployid workerB,^ 

A iiiajor proMani oonff onUng adult educators in lany daveloping countriis ia how 
to^overcoini the latent inertia that hinders the acquijition of new knowlidga, 
sldUj and attitude,^. In saveral countriis strategiai to niotivati adults by 
ralating adult aducaaon to felt needs has baooftie an area of conaiderable 
intarast, iince neidi and problems are clpsaly tied up with social, acqnoniic and 
invteininintal factors^ efforts are being niide to eonBcientiii thaia to becoine 
critically aware of thair situation and theraby set in fnotion a proqass by which 
the adult leirntri biCDnie self ^reliant and aoquiri jniitiry over their own Uvii, 

Planning and Gov^nqe of ftdult Iducito 

CeunWii in the region differ signifiqantly with regard to the pdicy planning/ 
organization and manageiiient of adalt adiicatiioni In sevaral devaloping 
oountriiSf aducational planning including adult aduaiUon is clearly Unkad with 
davilopnient planning. The least devalopid aountriai and tliose with a 
pfidomlnintly HUterata population racogniie Utericy as a inajor factor In 
iocio-aeonoitiic progrisa and coniidar adult education/funcMonal litaracy as a 
meani for ruril divetapRiint or national divelopienti to iHaviata rural povarty, 



Some cQuntoiei wift a high Utefacy rite in Southoast Ada at ipriading 
iducitional opportunity to lyeryone to be productive and reaponaiile citiiine, 
The losiaM eountiiei of the region define iflult education claarly witWii th^i 
diVilopinent plinii H o wavar/ the Itak batwiin adult aducation and davelopiBint 
plannini is niori obicuri in many of the tadustrially developed counttei. 

While in aU the socMst countries and lany of thi diviloping countriiip adult 
education coinis under the dkict riiponsibility Of thi govOTment^ either as an 
intagral part of educational adwiniitation or as a separata organiiation? 
departinant or dliectorater a faw counUeB laava adult edueaUon largely to the 
non-govemiQent sector, for axample, Austealia ind New lealandp Many 
countries ara situated betwien thasa two opposite patterns, naniely canttal 
govefninent, local government and non-governinent saqtor s asiuine raiponaibUity/ 
although the coortinition among thani la not evident, 

Problams which pertain to practicaUy all oounWea in tha ragion are coordination 
- between school education authoridaa and adult aducational ag enciiS/ batwien 
various developiiiant agencies and these responiihla for adult education. Iven 
in those inanaginient systaifli where the reeponsibility for school educarion and 
adult education rests with tiie same agancyf the close coordination of the two is 
not avident* With the exception of a faw countries^ adult education is not 
inrichad by tlie contributions which various developnient agencies could make to 
auch pr^grami^ies/ and convefsely eflucition of the banificiiries of tha 
divelopniant prograitinias, while Up service li piid^ ii seldoiti undertaken in a 
coordinatad itianner. 

There is an urgent need to develop a systainatic overall adult education plan at 
national level on ona side and to estabM a close and affictiva M between 
adult educaUon and other developfnent prograiniiiei. 

An increasing awaranass of the iniportanca of adult education is ivident in niany 
counWas but risouraas mide available to it by govarniiiants are extranialy 
Uniitedi whUe the data on financial provisions for adult education are not 
readily avaiiiUe, the analysis of llniited data alriady shows a striking 
disproportion of the provision for adult aducaUon eofiparad to the budget for 
school education, In Riiny oountriei, the allocation for adult education U lass 
than 1 pafcent of tha total education budget, Of course, this does not apply to 
thosi countriai whin adult iducition ii kfjily lift to non-govirnment siotors 
or to those sociaUat countries whe^ no separata data ii available for the budget 
of school and non=fornial education and the funds conia froni trade unions, 
factoriaa and cooparativii, as weL Major prqacts in adult education in 
developing equntries are oftan assiited by the intef national agancies such as the 
'^orld Bankr Unasco or by bilateral dongrs. 

Funnel ind Training 

Adult education programmes in Asia and the Pacific employ inany part-tima and 
vduntary worker in addition to fuE-time adult education officials and 
ipacialiati in the govarniiients and other bodiaa* Some of the fuH-tiiiie adult 
education workiK are tfalnad at univamtias ind ooUages, but the majority of 
part-tima and voluntary workers lack appropriate eduqationll background and 
training, School teachers ara oftan used as tha agents of adult education but it 
has proved that school teachers cannot function iff ectivaly witheut ipprspriati 
training in dealing with adults and alio without adequate inqentivis. There are 
many short-tirm training courias by governmint departiiiente/diriqtQfites, 
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reiQiircs gentres its* but fflgre systeitiatic iehiinii of triiMnf in finiriUy 
teiirid, Thi traiMng progrininiia anfl mm%% it univi^tiii and aoEigii iri 
not idlguitaly divilopid pt and thefi exiite oiily i hindM of instituMoni 
wMeh offer eouriii on adult educat^n.

The adult idusato^i in baeomlng more iwlri now that adult education niida 
mora reiiarch backing to lolva lomi of ita fundimantal pfohlemi and to develop 
better understanding of adult laarning bahavioiifs and mathods of teaching 
addta. Tha problem in rasaarqh is that the adult adueation pf ogfaMiiii managifs 
lack axparUsa to undirtaka rasaafoh studias and they are not anliating co= 
opiration ffoi the axpefts in the univefsitiis to undertake researchas.

Thi Fifth Hagional Confarinca of Miniati^ of Edusatign and Those Rispon^e 
tot Sconomic Manning and tha Fourth Intimitignal Cgnfafenca on Mult 
Education were emphatic in fecommanding the efldieation of illiteracy among 
iddta 11 the fiiit priority in Asia and the Paciiic.^ 

Imdioiting QUttnoy in tiia Raglon 

Litafacy is now univirsaUy racogdaad la a baaia human right and a libarating 
forca for the individual as weU as being essential for national unity and for 
national davalopntant, FoUcy declarations and planning documanta of all the 
Hembaf Statai in Aia and flia Pacific accept it as such* 

The countriaa alio agr ai tiiat illiteracy is not an indipandint phenomanon, It is 
intinataly asagaiatad with politieal and sggig^ecgnoilie prgblais of tha 
countries. Hance poUtteal laadi^^ aqonomio planned and aduoatignlita of tha 
Member States have expressed iupport for the eradication of iHitaracy.

The analyiis of the National Studies his revealed that deterniined and sustained 
national Utiracy efforts have sucgaeded to reduaa illiteracy tosticaUy within 
fivi to ten year periods in inany countries in the re^on in spite of fflany iodal 
and economic constraints. On the contrary, the litaracy prograniine of some 
countries has failed where such deterininid and consiatent efforts were missing. 

The Uteracy experts now generaUy agree that each counb^ shduld develop 
strateies suited to its needs and its pditical and socio-ecDnoiiiic realiUes. 
Howiver/ theti are certain itrategies wMch Qould contribute signifiqin^ to 
the succesa of national Uteracy prograiiaes. 

Adult iducation to Supp^ Sods-tonoaic DevriQpieQt in the Hagton 

As discussed earlier, changes and developfnent are fait and pervasivi to aU 
eountriis in Asia, and tlie Pacific, AU countries in the region/' both divelDped 
and devebping are attempting to improve their education systenii to cope with 
the fast changing technological and iocio-econoniic lituation and to meet niw 
ChaUengis of the futuri. 

In Japan, the scientific and technologicil innovaUonS/ industrialisation, 
urbanization/ prolongation of iverage life span^ decreaei in birth rate^ 
expani.on of communication media and means of transpdrtiUon have brought 
ixtreme changei and the piople are facing various new problenis of life and they 



ire diminding Ufilong learning arranpnuntSs 

The Japaniii people began to fiel that the pirsonnil agoipnient 
gained in formal schooUng is not sufficient to cope witt such 
iivirgint problems and a rethinldng of educition becQmes in iver 
increi^g necessity.^ 

In thi EepubHc of Korea alio new Changei and developmint hive brought fresh 
thinkinf on Ufilong education, 

Unlike the early 196Ps non-formil educatign as practiiid in the 
Republic of Korea consiitid of miss literacy campaigns^ civic 
education, agricultural extenMon study and adult educaUcn/ 
mainly conducted by MQb, Ai tiie successful executicn of the 
economic developiint plans from the early liiOs brought about 
remirkiWe changes in Korea's political/ social and economic 
envirpnnientf however/ it beciie increasingly apparent that 
formal school educiticn alone was inadequate and some form of 
lifelong education would be needed to prepare each indi^dual to 
cope with the modern pace of Ufe. 

As a firm legal base the Constitution revised in 1 980 provides 
for the promotion of Ufilong education as a fundafienti human 
right (Constitytton, Fara S Article 29) J^^ 

Aiistralii trys to meet cufflnt educational needs through adult education, 

Adult education needs in Australia are met by a variety of 
agencies/ tMi being the only means of providing the range of 
topics with tte variQui levels of expertise demanded, Thus 
universities/ coUeges and agricultural ejctension services, as weU 
as health education agencies and a variity of othen, are involved 
in the pfg\diiion. The smaUer towns referred to ire not large 
enough for these agencies to estabUih a permanent base for tiieir 
. warkJ' 

In Indonesia and Thailand, the non-formal education system is progressing side 
by aide with the formal education system to meet the 'cnly chance' and 'second 
chance* of youths and adults. 

Although ^adication of ilUteracy la sUH a big chaUenge in many developing 
countries in the region/ there are some very important issues which are 
demanding serious attention towards the fist development of non^forffiil and 
adult education activitieit 

One such iiiue H that the formal educiticn system his not been able to miit 
demands for more education by the youths and adults, In order to cope with such 
demands, non-formal education methods have been developed in many counWesj 
distance teaching/ open teaching, correspondence courses, spire-time 
education, continuing education centies are some of the non-formal education 
methods devised to Cope with such deminds as supplementiry and complementary 
to the formal education syitemi 

But the problem with such non-fsrmil education systams is that they are seen as 
less prestigious and second rite educition lysteinB to the formal educition 
systems. There ^ a senie of diisaUjficUon/ that youths, who get education in 
such a non-forfnal system cinngt git preitigi and pri^vilege iquil to the youths 
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who graduate itm iQmd education eEiattng aaeiil iivMon and aoeial ckiiis. 
That ii why Bom aoddogiita liy thit nsn-forinal iduciUon m an ittiinpt to 
QQol-aff the diiini for mm sdueition by tin poor youthij riiirvinf thi terail 
iduoition for thi chlUrin of iUtei in tha locietyi 

It k tirgint thit thi oounteiei give iirioyi ittintion to thi non-forniil 
aflucation syitam ao that they do not becoini I ieeoni-rate eyitem ind thi 
paauites from the non-f orinal iducation ayateni rieiiva equal teiatinent in the 
job niifkit and in society at large, 

A leeand lisue is the queitton of relevanee of forinal edycationi Many youths 
and adulta find that what thsy have laamad in ths sohmh and ooUigii do not 
niaki theia fit for many of the jobs offend in thi pravaiUng job niarkit Many 
school and eoUigi paduitii have to oonipeti for a faw jobi syttid to Uieir 
quaHfieationi In orief to niake youthi ein^dyible, isany eountries are 
operating yoiith teaijiing and rettiln&j centrei Mi teade lehooiij vosattonil 
edusation^ eksies, technician training ichooll? rural dsveldpiaint coufBas?

Hawavir, inost of thini are ad hoc and seen as craoh propamineSi 

UnsMplopent of youths ^ a very sertous pfobleni In ifliny countEllSi There Ifl 
iiny riiions for tWa^ but structural deficiency of the education syatira ii one 
Ijsue which needs lerious thinking in many connUes and tiuj niay be reinedtad 
through better education plans and policy rilivant to locio-iconoRtic 
divilQpiiient plini intigfating forfnil and non^fornial edaaition istivitilS. 

Thi fourth Mifnational Gonfifinci on Adult Education (Paris, March 1985), 
thus noted thati 

qijantttattvely speaking^ adult education had^ on the whole, 
regained stable or had avan davilQpad* Hhethir in riipiat of 
thi nufflbif of adulti iniollad, thi yiriity of pfsgriininis, the 
nurobef and variety of bodiei neponsibli in one cipicity or 
inothar, and soniatkai the ^ignltuda of thi ifforta iadi^ adult 
iducation had oontinuid throughout the world to be proiinent 
among the educational measures taken in the various societies and 
fliust now miat thria ghaHangiiJ it mast go hand in hand with 
technological changi^ serve as a meani of efadicatinj.il]iteracy 
and help to splva the major pfoblinis of our timeii 

Thl£ diviloplBint Is due, at least in part, to the fact that adult educition M 
regarded as one of the pri-conditions negasiiry in order to cope with tiie 
upheavals connected with the rapid advancai in igianca and technology, making 
it peaaibli to ovarooine soma of tiiair most serious and most harmfiil effects like 
mass unemployment, which is rifi in niiny countiiis* The aconomie* 
tiohnolpf ical and social changes that have oqeufrsd or biooini more pronounced 
ainga the Tokyo Conf eranca thus seem to have lid ts the outitoa of a new view of 
adult aducation, 

AS soiantifig and taghnological development is proceeding at a faster pace than 
workers can obtain guilificationSj ona finds for instance that thara has baen 
vastiy greater recourse in recant years, aspacklly in tha highly davaloptd 
countiias (but also in some divaloping societies), to diffarant types of 
vocational tracing, thus facilitating changes in branches or types of ainploymint 
and hinei ficijitattng the horizonti and vartical mobUity of tha labour forci, 



The eoncern in most cases is not With f etflining k tiie nirrqw sense but rather 
with a form of training that takes tha human fimansion into acsount, in other 
words, ttat dots not riduge tha parsons undergoing training to mtra automatonii 
On the ggntary, tha training Is fraquantiy direetad at the lany and variifl 
ficats of thi human being, tackling the broadest aspects of the sutjects dialt 
with, eoncarning for initance the dangers as wall §s tha advantagii of eartain 
tiOhnological and scientific changes eurrintiy being introducid, 

Thi Fourth Intamational Confaranca on Adult Education idintiflad tha following 
four functions of adult dusitioni^^ 

Litaracy and tha grasp of basic knguaga 

Thi reduction of taegualities due to imperfictions in tha 
iduoation systas- 

Furtiiar vgcational training and ratiaining, 

The development of creativity and pafttcipaUon in cultural and 
political activities, 

Those fanctioni vary in importance and in their raspactiva rolas from one 
county and one historical patiod to another. In the industrialiEad countfias 
idult aduqation ia formed continuant with schod iducation, In the 
diviloping countrias it ii lupplaiantary and altamativi to school adugation. 
Ona of tha faost important coniuti.ons of the Fourth International Conference on 
Adult idugition and tha Raglonal Consultation Meeting hiM in Bangkok on 24-27 
May 1181 is that tha national aducation poUey and plan of the counWas shoiid 
iii at total human risource divtiopmant in tha gontixt of socio^aconQinic 
changes and developmint. The nitional iducation policy and plan should adopt an 
overall approach integrating fgrrnal and non-formal adugation systims as 
supplemanta^ and complementary to each other, 

M the countrias in Aiia and the Pacific p^para thamsilvas for tha 21st Century 
thay ara looMng into the role and function of education for total development of 
indi^ualj and logiatias. In thi proeiss of rethinking of education the 
educationists, divalopmant thinkara and gommon paople have to taka up the 
chaUangis and opportunitias to look at total human davalopraant through aU 
types of edugation procass and mithodSi 

Hare tha difference between school education and adult aducation should vanish 
ind naw approiohas should emerge.

Thij paper was tte keynote adtais diUvered at tte Mm South 
Pacific Buriau of Adult Education/ Rigion 3 Conferinci, Macau, 
29 October - 2 Novaniber 1 985 on the Roll of Adult Education for 
the Diveiopiiient of Cantniunitiaa, organiiid by the Macau 
Aiiociation for Continiiing Iducatton* 

The tirii ' Adult/Contiiiuing Education' may lend thiisselves to niiny difinitionB/ 
but the ooiiinion denominator for aU these difinitions would be the oomiflunity/ 
one form or anothir. Adalt Education^ with all ita diversity in goals and 
oyecUves, methods, participants and practitioners, would stiH represent Uia 
naada, aspirations and potentiaUttea of coniiunities of ijidividuala and groups. 
The tifin 'coniRiunity' itself would includi broad categoriis of individiiala and 
groups, whUe in apecial circumstincas -eofiiniunity' would niaan special groups, 
with special niede. in that context thi role of adult educatton fnay differ from 
group to group, reguimg diveriity in goals and o^ ectiyes, in nethodologiei, and 
in organization ind iinpleinintation, Under aU circumitances hmnii then 
win be thi fundamental mid for resources, tralmng, and a considerable degree 
of profissionata, 

Fornial education is biiiig increasingly ricognised as biing pnniarily concerned 
with the divilopment Of human riiources and the sama would hold good tot adult 
educitton. The rola of adult education ii not only to iipart knowledge and 
BmBf but also to change attitudes, te generate iocial and economic inobility and 
waU-being/ to proniote cultural and spiritual developnient, to inculcate right 
values, to anatta paople to undifstand aieir own situaHons, and to inobil^e'ind 
iitipowar theni to seek their libiration from such conditions. Adult education 
Should also concern itself with the quality of Ufa. All this in assence is not new 
to us In Asia, specially tliose in bX Asia, who also have been influincid by the 
teachings of the Buddhi^ in lOfni fofm or other, The *BodhiSatva' ideal which is 
most pravalent in Asia racognijis the potential of aU hunian beingi to 
divalop their human resources to tha ulMRiati, m one reichas the final state of 
perfection, or Suddhahoodi In Buddhisi it is the ultLmate achiavement of huinan 
FiiiJid and spkit. It is a continuuni^ which prograssis in stages towards the 
ulUniata raalization, not in one Hft cyclic but in mm^m Uves, in snt*! 
lansaric existenca, 

Education in Asia has always been considered as a continuous pfocess, with 
different eftiphasis dumig different piriodg of worldly life. In the ancient and 
traditional sense one's education would begin at tha very concaption of the 
ch£d/ when the potantial motlier would ba axposed to such knowledge^ ittitudes 
and practices to suit her conditon, ^?ith the birth of the child, the process of 
iducation or soclaE^ltion wiH coi^iiiance, followed by forMl education in 
languige skills, life ski^, and inoral educatifln, or dharma. FtORi the very 
beginning education takes a holistic approach, so that one would acquiri 
knowledga, skills, training and attitudes which win stand in good stead 
throughout this Ufe, and wlU even banefit In the next Ufa. Maberiil and 
profassionil idvanceiient form part of material eMlstenci of youth and early 
adulthood. Ea^ educition itself is a pFeparition for manlaga and family Ufa, 
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Is §ni advinef i Ifl pars, to^ adulthood to ^ir idylthod, ona li axpictid to 
be Isis jrlOGQupied with material coneeine, and be mors concernefl witt ipiritaal 
idvancinient/ eventually leading to a ittte of reflunalition. f Ma of qourey was 
the Mill, bitof the indliia pu^uit of knowlidgii of pirtaction/ and ultirfiite 
iiiritton of it 'iW* ttm worldly ixiitinci.

The 
unpfeoadanted axploaien in knowlidge would ivan niaki the literate ipofarit of 
niany thtap. Thi pkoia a heavy responiihUity on adult/conttnmng eduoation 
to diiign and da^'i ways and iiani of not only eradicating iUitiraoy, but 
eonitantly fiUing thi gapi in knowlidga, and other for rib of ignorancei Mugh of 
Ada in partlculi^ ii in an ever increastag grip of UHteracy/ low productivity, 
unsinployniant and undir-eniployniant, ovar popiatton, and niany other social and 
ioononiic evili, Thera Is much disparity between lan and woinan in tirrts of aE 
thi^l iockl and igongniic d^biUtiei, with womn liking up the inore 
diidadvantiged sag inint* A regent fiport fim Chim foguiii attintisn on loiae 
ispects of luoh dapiritias* ^ocordiig to thk report over 1 00 niiUion rural 
piopli are being trained/ over the nart five yaafi/ in an intensifiai iffgrt/ to 
bring prosperity to the CUnese country^e/ tiiareby ranioring krge dajpiritiiB

The griatist threat to humanity, as waU as to aU Ufa on earth, is tha constant 
teat of nuolaar war, At no other ttma in the history of human axistanaa has 
the world faced such a threat of total distaicrion* Concerned scientista have 



aitimatid thit it would taki only m niinutei for the two Itrgiit niidiir powan 
to diitoy the world* Unditamd by lugh gloomy forecasti, avir int^aaaingly 
the supifpowers are perficting tiia r,iiani of total daitruetton of thate rivilli

The rapid growth of the pspulition, tha vast distance bitwaen one island and 
the othars, the limited byflget that tha goverinant can provida, are among 
tha things that constitute tha anoriious task and problams in the f iald of 
promoting nonformal education, It is impossibla for tha govefiment to copa 
with thei alone without having the support and activa participation of thi 
comm.unity . That meani that iducation is the risponsibility of not only the 
govarnment, but also of the meinbers of the coRimunity as a whole* 

In tha efforts to enhance nonformal education, tha Penmas has formed 21 
dif farant sub=caniertia whose mimbers ire lilicted from among prominint 
figures in the ralatld fields. Tha task of the sub-consortia involvas 
davising curriculum and iducation methods ind preparing materiils for 
state anamination. In supporting tha training activities, a large numbar 
of liirning matif ials for tilchiri and organisiri have bun made aviilabli*

Within tan years (1976-86) the number of nonforniil aducition institutes 
astablishad and run by members of the community has increasad froni 3,^21 to 
7,169. Participation in state examinations has also incraasad froni 76; 937 
to 132,S68i Thi number of state licinsid learning nsourcis or tiichifs 
for nonformal educition has incraased also to 1,M2 pirionSi 

In the effort to obtain idlis originating from rill ixperiincis in the 
community, Penniis encouragis and coordinates the conducting of symposiums, 
seminars and workshopi held by nonformal iducation organisations. It is 
understandabli that only the community itself knows pfacisily what is 
niidid and whit thi obiticlii art, in prpmoting nonformal education 
activitiii in thi community.

Though these initiativii and efforts hava 
npt bsin uniform or dsvilopid on a iirgi soale^ it ifflpliis significant 
niianing in re-exaniining the role of higher aducation institutions and for 
the future direction of adult education in Korea *

on the part of university faculty or administration in providing adult and

Hiny cQuntries including the Pedaral Republio Garfitany, Norway / 
thi United States^ Thailand and the PhilippiniSj hive enacted new 
adult/ ngnforinal aducation laws or daoreil and sofiii countries hive 
reviled the adult aducation related laws and regulations along 
with thi principles of lifilqng iducation laid down by thi Uniioo 
World Conference, 

The Republic of Korea was no eHoaptign in this niatter. The 
Korean Coipissign for Unesco convanad the first national seniinir 
on lif along iducation in 1972 and later conducted a series of 
aurveyi and workihops on lifilong idueition; soiiie of which wire 
focused on adult iducation structure and organization in the 
Republic of Kofea, It is alio during this period that new laws 
and ragulations related to adult education have bian inactid or 
proclainied and finally brought the stipulation of thi 1 if along 
iducation paragraph in thi new Constitution and tha craation of 
tha new Adult Idugation Law. 

Based on those firni legal foundations, new fornis of larga ssali 
adult iducitiQn intirprlsis have been institutid by tha 
gsvernnient^ industriis, schdols and universities and other 
voluntary organisations* Newly araarging adult education 
intirprisii involve leadirship training and coniniunity iducition 
related to the Saeniiul Mgvinientj a vocational training plan 
ipgniorid by thi governinint and indue trieij qofriipondinci 
education for tha gut-of-schogl population, and tha expansion of 
woRien's education programs, 

However ^ the sudden iHpansion of adult education in the 1970s 
cfiatid new problems concerning the quality of adult aducation 
workars and ovir=laps and conflicts aniong adult education 
organizations and agencies. To solve these problems^ thi Korean 
Association of Adult and Youth Education was founded in 1971* 

It is expectedi that^ in thi future^ the Association would take 
the leading roli of cggrdinator iRiong the governniant^ industriei/ 
and adult iducation organisations and providi useful materials

In fart, it axistad long ago apontaneously and unof fidaHy and wae not 
a syrtein oiganliad by any aflneill- lUs ppar fleili with orginiEid adult 
education and is diviSid Mo three major parts; it feigini with an UatOElcal 
backpound of idult aduoation in ThaUind^ from iti incaption as thi Adult 
Bdueition Pi^on in 1N0 to the pfeBint tinii aa the Nonfofmal Iduaatlon 
Dipartmint, The second part givis an ovinrtiw of the psent ititui of adult 
and nonfofinil idugatlon progfamines in Thiiland in which education U viewid by 
tta m Dipartment ae a Miiong procies. Thii part will as weU prmnt a brief 
deiertption of thi Qurrant prograimii OKianizid by Uie NFl Departmant, In 
the lait part j an attinipt is madi by tha auttor to ^ew and anUgipati the future 
prQipeota of adult and nonf ornial aducation in Thailand in tha naxt 1 1 yiari.

EarUir in the procaie of nation-buUding, tha Buddhist templee were tha pillars 
in iducationj ^yini thi mQit ifnifieint iroli in proyiding aduqatiDnal 
ixperlencei, lofal, vocattonali intellectual, artlatiCj as will ae self-defanqi to 
Thai youthe and adults* .... 

Since tha tiie of Xing limkamhaang the Great 11279-1300)/ the Thai peopte 
have always had eoie tm of liamlng from tha tiEiples, and later on frorn the 
ichddlB* During the long riign of Kto| Rimi V (King Chulalsngkorn the Griath 
cloia asiociationB with foriign sountriei were divalopad, ConBepintly, tti 
Thai people adopted miny naw concepts in aducatton from western countriai, and 
schoote k a raQdam sense were eatabMid at that tiiRa, The first education 
which was orginizad forraaUy ai a systam in Thailand began in 1 SSi Tha 
IflucatiQn Dapirtmant was fomed in 1187 and later on wai upgraded to he tte 
Ministry of iducatton to take riiponiihliity for education of the whole countryt 
The first national education pi^cy was proclaiied in WV 

While the fofnial adueation system was growtag ind extending graduaEy over all 
the country, Ettte was heard or known about adult educationi Then in 1 §37 the 
first national ciniui riyaalsd that 68*8 per cant of the population ovar tin yaari 
of age were lUiterate.^ As a result, the governniant decided to embark on i 
nitionwide campaign to eradicate Illiteracy by providing education for out-of- 
school people. Adult education was thus formally introduced, and the Adult 
Iducation DlvMon was craated withta the Mlnlitry of Education t-o take this 
responiiWllty, 

Whan it was first launched in 1 940, the Adult idueation Mvliion had as its main 
duty to provide literacy skffls and an increased undifstanding of democratic 



prifld :lei, Littr on, it wai periodically broadened and iiprQvad in terroi of 
..vas, scope of activitii^ ^omded, fnethods, atoitigiei and so on* Adult 
EduQition profriBiid gradually until 194^ when the ifficti of World War 11 
brought adult education to a halt After the war, adult aducation in Thailand 
WIS replead and Improved in ordir to have its scopa of acMtias fit tiie many 
changes which rBSulted from the war, particularly the economic iituation. Thus 
at that tinie till icopi of adult education programmas wis widened to inciude not 
only literacy proframmes as bafore but geniral baiic knowledge and various 
types of vocitional educition were also introduced to suit thi neids of people in 
each aria, inibUng tt.em to improve their day-to-day occupitions and economic 
situation* Besides, a local public library was al^O establishad in soine districts 
in order to keep tha rural populatton ^formed* 

Qvir thi yiars^ new idiaSj strategiii for organising adult adusatiQn and a 
number of pf^ects for irflprovaiint were fiitroduced and launched* For 
instance, in 1957 the Thailand Uneico Fundamental Education Centra (TUFIC), 
which was a cooperative project betwiin the Thai Government and Unesco, and 
whteh concentratid on rural people, was estibllshed in Ubonrajathani frovincei 
experience and Weai obtained from thk successful project influanced the Adult 
Idueation DivMon to concintriti more and mof I on fuf al piopli and iIjq irtend 
the oyeotives of ad^t aducation activities provided. Therefore, the change 
during this pariod was a direct result of tJnasco initiativa, Since then the 
administfative systam has been improved to decentraliie the organisation and 
transfer authority to each local area* By the Wa 70i, regional and provincial 
networks had been aatabUshid in each provlnca* The Adult Education Division 
at that time wis improvad and upgraded in status to be tha Dapartment of 
Nonformal Education (1979), Its'duties and scopa of responsibility were 
extended broadly throughout tha CQuntry* Adult or nonforinal education was 
than es^panded to serve as compensatory education for those unable to continue 
formal schoolingi Later on, a broader concept of nonformal education avolvad 
and iti roll m viawid as contributinf to the Mfalgng education systemi 

tesint tato of Adult mi. NoftfOTal Education te Thilknd 

in Thailand, adult and nonformal education his been racognlEad as part of 
lifelong education, which cove^ human beings' lifespan beginning from birth to 
death and cenilltini of formal ichooUng, nonformil iducatisn and virioui typei 
of informal learning* The D epartnient of N onf ormal Iducition which has taken a 
leading role in the development of adult and nonform^ aducation programmes, 
has viewed the education as an Intagral part of Ufa and society and the process 
IS a lifelong one* This lifelong aducation process conslBti of three niain 
componantsi baMc education, cumnt news ind information and skiUi tiaiipg 
development, Thaia three components ara intir-relatedi For exam^a, as the' 
chUd amergai from its motiiar's womb, s/he needs loiiia rudimentary sMUa in Uf e, 
basic education* Later, as Me gets more complicated, s/he finds that what s/he 
has gained earlier in basic education 1j not adequate^ s/he naads continMng 
education and a stream of updatedj cunant and relevant inforniitlon to survive* 
As a part and parcel of this," skills traWiig wiH buttress/assimilate the two types 
of education (basic education and Information service) and carry the learner 
further up tha latter to reach maximum self-expression and fulfilljnent. It 1j 
beleved that these three components wffi pfoviie pao^a with opportunitias to 
acguira knowkdga and skUla essential to fiJf Ul their neads ind to cope with the 
changing environment throughout their Metimii

eirtiinly comi true, And even though the esiniiunity lioks a relivint risourei 
to bi usid for achieving this targit, if thi peo^j an MiUing to eospirite 
wholehesrtidly in pkyini a rsli in thj proeiss of nonfaffflal idueation 
isanifeiiint, such niss energy wiH ehinge the supposed iffliginatiDn into the 
truth, If people in the egnimijnity help thimsilvei the quintity of work couidls 
inkrgid indifinitely. For exauple, the governfliint hiay hivi fundi for'enly 
5M00 peopli per year, but if the piople join in helping thiiisilves the quantity 
of work ein expand fiany tirais. U wi have a large populatign, if only 10 pir 
Cint ipe to velunteir to help witii out-sf-idhool edusaUon, this will greatly 
wcreaii the provisign over ind abovi that provided by the ggvemiiint, The 
only prgblem ii how tg git i eleir undewtanding among the eoraraon piople to 
convinci then ef the vilui of hilplng onisilf and iffglng them to rindir 
cggpirition for this purpoii.

This papmr was presented at the op©ning iesslon of tha ASPBAE 
Region 3 Contmrmnam on Adult Education for th© Development of 
CommiiAitiL^ held in Maoati^ from 29 Qetob^r - 2 NOv#mb#r 1986^ 

'Total D^velQpjnent of Man* Is one of the important obg^Qtivas of adult 
education* Man can never be developed voeatiQnaily onlyi but needs to develop 
in guoh a way that he ean handle his own problems in a fast ohanging^ modernized 
aociety* In order to clarUy the terin 'total deveJ^pmant' I would UJce to try and 
relate it to the development of a oountry. 

A weU^estabU^hed oountry alBO needs 'total development* bo that it oan keep on 
developing staadliy* otherwise locial disorganisation and loeial problems will 
^ri^e. 

Generally speakingi. development o£ a country ean be son^dered to Inolude both 
economio and social aspects^ The eoonomic aspeot of development emphasises 
the utliizatlon of matertaUstle resources while the social aspect emphasizes 
upgrading of social welfare* However, both a^peot^ of development are serving 
to Improve the quality of human Ufa. Thu^, there ought to be good coordinaUon 
between the two^ though their natures are different, Hany modernised 
counties like Japan, UpS*A^, USSR, etc* in decades past put too muoh emphaals 
upon economio development and only began to advocate social development when 
social problems had become obvious- Their experilences have been a good 
example of unbalanced development. Racentty, a new direction to caU. upon 
Chinese people to think about their 'soolalistiQ spiritual Ufe' has shown how the 
Chinese leaders have already taken seriously the idea of 'total development- of a 
country* In our own country, Macau, balanced development must also be 
adopted* 

Undoubtedly adult education has an litiportant role in promoting social 
development to counteract the promotion of only economic development* How 
has the recent development of adult education in Macau coincided with our belief 
in 'total development'? Let ua review the history of adult education in Macau^ 

The economy of Macau was underdeveloped in the 1 f SQs and 60s- Adult 
education at that ti.me meant literacy and basic VQcatlenal training^ It was not 
untli the end of the 70s and 80s that dramtic economic growth began which 
attracted to Macau a great number of new immigrants from Chinai Fopulatic^n 
growth^ economic prospertty, demand for new jobs and free competition in the job 
market were reasons for brijiging adult education to a high-tide such as had 
never happened before* At that time, the University, the voluntary agencies as 
well as private ins^tuU.ons, were organising different kinds of adult educational 
activi^es to meet the learning needs of local people* More and more 
educational lnsU.tuUons were being set up^ In fact our ^^acau Association for 
Continuing Education was also founded at that timle* Locally, the objective of 
our Aasociation is to promote and coordinate adult education^ within Asian- 
South Pacific and International settings* The Association tries to link up with 
the tciternatlQnal network of adult aducators for the sake of shaEing experiences

Taaching by integrating reading witt diasiiiiinatiQn of popular scientific 
knowledga la the e^tansion and developniant gf 'teaching words frapently uiid 
in racortog workpointi', In the country^a, after the astabUshinent of the 
systeiB gf reiponiibiliUes for productign, paasants hava great enthuiiasni for 
learning and ipplying selantific knowlidge* They aspire urgently to intepte 
the allniination of iUitaracy with the diasaininaUon gf scientific and technical 
knowlidge, so they cm learn both culture and technolggy which thiy can put to 
imifiediata use in pi^ducUon to increase aconornic benefits, It % tiierafgfa, 
advisable to taka papular scianca and technolggy as contents of teaching 
materiaki
